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Virginia Crusaders -- - 


March On 
Capitol To 
‘Hold Line’ 


An orderly crowd of 5,000 Vir- 
ginians gathered in front of the state 
capitol in Richmond March 31, de- 
manding that Gov. Almond and the 
General Assembly “hold the line” 
in the maintenance of segregation. 


Led by state chairman C. Benton 
Coiner of Waynesboro and weekly 
newspaper editor Edward J. Silver- 
man of Blackstone, the “Bill of 
Rights Crusade” accused Virginia’s 
political leadership of “degenerat- 
ing to political expediencies.” They 
led on the General Assembly to 
invoke the resolution of interposi- 
tion passed by the Legislature in 
1956. 


The crowd gathered in Capitol 
eae from all parts of the state. 
y came to Richmond by bus, train 
and car, just as the Virginia General 
Assembly reconvened to study school 
problems. 





The crusaders were joined by sev- 
eral members of the legislature, and 
many other lawmakers listened to the 
speeches from seats on the Capitol’s 
south portico. 


Coiner, state chairman of the cru- 
sade, told the crowd that “we are here 
to put teeth into the objectives of the 
crusade ... lest the last opportunity 
to defend the Constitutional form of 
government be forever lost.” 


“Many in high office,” he added, 
“no longer lead, but rather bow to 
illegal Federal decisions with token 
resistance.” 

After Coiner’s address, Silverman, 
executive director of the crusade, 
spoke to the group. “We are calling 
on our elected representatives to in- 
terpose the sovereignty of this Com- 
monwealth against the tyranny of the 
Federal Government.” 


“And,” he added, “we are demand- 
ing that the resolution of interposi- 
tion passed by the General Assembly 
in 1956, be invoked by the Governor 
and the General Assembly.” 


Gov. Almond was invited to speak 
to the crusaders, but turned down the 
invitation. 


About Gov. Almond, Silverman 
said, “His voice no longer rings out 
against Federal tyranny, and it ap- 

rs that he wishes this legislative 
body to surrender and submit to the 
tuthless might of Washington.” 


Silverman also accused the Gover- 
nor’s 40-man school study commission 
of shirking its responsibility to the 
people. 


The proposal given to the governor 
the Perrow commission called for 

liom of choice” for each com- 
munity, instead of a state-wide wall 
of segregation. 


“If you wish integration,” said 
Silverman to the assembled legislators, 
“pass laws making integration state- 
wide. Don’t unburden your duty by 
shifting this responsibility to the cities 

counties.” 


Silverman said that Virginians must 
be martyrs if the cause is to be won. 


“We must require the Federal 
government to incarcerate our lead- 
ers and our people and if necessary 
to occupy our state with Federal 
troops,” he said. 


The crusaders voted to create a 
nent committee, known as the 
Virginia Committee for Constitutional 
ernment. The group will “con- 
tinue active until we have achieved 
our objectives,” said Silverman. 
Meanwhile, the Governor studied 
proposal for local option in- 
tion handed him by committee 
an Sen. Mosby Perrow, Jr. 
The commission report was signed 
atl but nine members of the group, 
gh five or six in the majority 
with reservations. The nine 
ters prepared a separate report. 
commission worked “long, hard 
and diligently”, according to Perrow.

NAACP, Reds, Pinks Are Well-Represented 
On N. C. Civil Rights Advisory Committee 


North Carolina is one of the few | 
Southern states in which a state ad- | 
visory committee to the Federal Civil | 
Rights Commission has been establish- 
ed and is functioning. 

Unlike Mississippi, where a Civil 
Rights Commission staff member fled | 
the state last month when his “secret” | 
mission was uncovered; or Tennessee, 
where the majority of the advisory 
group’s white members resigned after 
they learned the full nature of their 
duties; the racially-mixed North Caro- 
lina group was organized in January, 
and since then has been merrily pro- 
ceeding with plans for bringing about 
total integration in employment, vot- 
ing, housing and education. 

One look at the names of those 
comprising the nine-member North 
Carolina “advisory” unit would leave 
an experienced investigator wonder- 
ing whether the North Carolinians 
on the list might not know more about 
the Communist-inspired scheme of 
total race-mixing than their Wash- 
ington counterparts whom they were 
ostensibly appointed to “advise.” 

Included on the North Carolina 
“fact-finding” group are a former 
president of the Communist-related 
Southern Regional Council, an at- 
torney for the NAACP, and the state 
president of the AFL-CIO, along with 
the lawyer for a convicted communist 
organizer. 

(Editor’s Note—How “objective” 
can you get? We're sure this 
bunch’ll present both sides — the 
NAACP’s and the Communists’.)

Wright also has written Senator 
Paul H. Douglas (D.-Ill.), urging 
passage of the “take-a-bribe-or-we'll- 
send-paratroops” integration bill. 

Wright said the Douglas measure, 
which will give taxpayers’ money as 
bribes to communities agreeing to 
integrate while using force on those 
that don’t, “speaks what lies in the 
American conscience.” 

The Greensboro, N. C., Daily News 
reported that Smith was appointed 
chairman of the advisory gts 
“largely through the efforts of Prof. 
Robert Rankin of the Department of 
Political Science at Duke University.” 

Editor’s Note — Is this what 
Southern Methodists are supporting 
Duke for—to hire professors to 
serve as front men for the Civil 
Rights carpetbaggers? Last time 
they put the touch on us, they said 
something ut running a college 
or training ministers. Hope they'll 
answer the question before they ask 
us for money again!) 


In line with the standards of fair- 
ness and objectivity to be expected of 
such a scalawag contingent, the North 
Carolina “advisors” promptly gave 
their Negro brethren a 2-1 majorit 
on the voting subcommittee, wit 
NAACP lawyer Pearson being named 
chairman, and Negro Spaulding and 
labor leader Barbee as members. 

This would indicate that the “ad- 
visors” took their instructions literally, 
and are really planning to “concen- 
trate” on rounding up every Negro to 
~— sure he’s ready to vote as he’s 
told. 

To insure “impartiality” in its study 
of education, the group named “Bribe- 
*em-or-bayonet-em” Wright to the 
education subcommittee of which 
Ervin is chairman and Todd the other 
member. 

And the dentist and the housewife, 
Wilkins and Mrs. Vogt, will become 
erstwhile real-estate experts, while 
deciding how best to encourage fel- 
low citizens to accept Negroes as next- 
door neighbors. The third member of 
the housing subcommittee wasn’t 
named immediately; presumably the 
NAACP, SRC, ACLU and AFL-CIO 
hadn’t gotten their heads together to 
decide who it should 

To bring about the joys of integrat- 
ed assembly-lines, labor boss Barbee 
and Negro insurance man Spauldin 
will plot with an as yet anon 
third committeeman on the employ- 
ment subcommittee. 

Chairman Smith, as is customary 
with Civil Rights officials, said his 
group would welcome any and all 
complaints. He said he believes it can 

rform “a valuable service,” and will 

lo “a useful job.” 

The advisory committee has already 
held meetings in Durham, Charlotte 
and Greensboro, and has launched a 
probe of Negro voter registrations. 
Complaints have also nm received 
concerning alleged job discrimination.

| Constitutional government, racial integrity, States’ Rights, in- 
dividual liberties and private property.” 


Headed by a board of direc- 
tors composed of prominent 
North Carolina citizens, the De- 
fenders are seeking the support 
of like-minded white men and 
women from throughout North 
Carolina. 

The group has released the follow- 
ing statement of purpose: 

“We consider ourselves to be con- 
servative American citizens who are 
blessed with a love for our native 
land, America. We are of the western 
European heritage; and we _ believe 
that the western European heritage, 
of which we are the heirs, is xa 
of being cherished as a precious git 
from our Fathers, and worthy of be- 
ing preserved and passed on to our 
children, the heritage of basic free- 
doms and the historic Common Law 
based in the people, the heritage of 
its art, its music, its literature, its 
mores. 

“We are of the belief that the 
western European culture which is 
our heritage is superior to the 
African and the Asiatic. It is, in 
any event, our preference, and we 
are proud of our heritas< 

“We note with distress, however, 
that in our times there is much that 
gives us grave concern. We observe 
that there are concentrated efforts by 
many groups and organizations in- 
cluding the U. S. Supreme Court, the 
so-called ‘liberal’ clergy, numerous 
outstanding foundations, the National 
Council of Churches, the Communist 
Party, the NAACP, and many others, 
to destroy what our Founding Fathers 
have constructed. 

“A gigantic movement is afoot to 
destroy Constitutional government, to 
seriously curtail the rights of the in- 
dividual States of the Union, to foster 
a form of socialism at the expense of 
our traditional American freedoms, 
and to destroy the social mores of 
our country and thereby both the 
White and Negro races by encourag- 
ing the integration of them. 

“We believe these things to be 
evil in themselves and to serve the 
interests of the Communist Party 
program to dominate this country.” 

The Defenders have established a 
state office at 336% South Salisbury 
Street, Raleigh, N. C. Their mailing 
address is P. O. Box 1613. 

State president of the Defenders is 
Rev. James P. Dees, an Episcopal 
minister, rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church, Statesville, N. C. 

Dallas Gwynn of Leaksville, an 
industrial sales manager, is first vice- 
president. Second vice-president is 
Lucius M. Cheshire of Hillsboro, a 
court clerk. Joseph D. Butler of Bur- 
lington, an engineer, is secretary. 
Arthur A. Gould of Raleigh, president 
of an electrical wholesale concern, is 
treasurer. 

State directors for the Defenders 
include the officers and John W 
Clark of Greensboro; B. H. Dixon of 
Providence; V. D. Estes of Durham;

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Organizing For Victory 


For the benefit of our new readers in North Carolina, and 
as a refresher course for our old friends and readers everywhere, 
a brief review of the naturé and functions of the Citizens’ Councils 
of America seems timely. 


Exactly three years ago, representatives of Citizens’ Coun- 
cils and similar groups, which by that time had well-established 
and responsible state associations, met in New Orleans to form 
an inter-state organization to coordinate the efforts of their 
separate states. The Citizens’ Councils of .America resulted. 
State-wide organizations in all 11 of the former Confederate 
states now participate. 

The purpose of the Citizens’ Councils of America is the 
preservation of the rights and liberties of the citizens of all the 
states under the Constitution of our Republic. 

The Citizens’ Councils of America is, strictly speaking, an as- 
sociation of associations. It is a slightly more formalized arrange- 
ment of an informal but practical working relationship that de- 
veloped among the Southern resistance leadership as early as 
1955. It is a co-ordinating and planning agency for the various 
state associations. It is the logical extension of those state-wide 
groups, which have a similar relationship to it that local organiza- 
tions have to their own state associations. 

There are no individual members of the Citizens’ Councils 
of America. There are no local Councils having direct member- 
ship, direct representation or a direct relationship with the Citi- 
zens Councils of America, except through their duly elected state 
associations. There are good and sound reasons for the orderly 
uniformity such an arrangement provides in a movement of this 
magnitude. 

The Citizens’ Councils of America is, under terms of its 
charter, prohibited from any attempt to direct or control any state 
or local Citizens’ Council or other organization as to any pro- 
posed course of action. It does not have and may not assume 
power or control of any kind over such local groups or members, 
nor does it have or assume any responsibility for any act of any 
Citizens’ Council or other organization or member thereof. This 
is simply a statement of reality as it exists with respect to any 
voluntary group of private citizens, be it large or small, since 
they possess no legislative or police powers, but solely the powers 
of persuasion and example. 

The Citizens’ Councils of America stands ready to cooperate 
with any and all truly sincere and patriotic individuals or groups 
with whom we share a community of interests in shaping our 
destiny as free men. 


THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL 

This newspaper, THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL, was establish- 
ed in October, 1955, as the official publication of the Mississippi 
Citizens’ Councils. In November, 1956, the Mississippi Executive 
Committee offered the paper to the Citizens’ Councils of America, 
and it was adopted by the various participating state associations 
as the official publication of the movement. 

The paper is published by The Citizens’ Council, Inc., a non- 
profit Mississippi corporation. Its business policies are controlled 
by the Mississippi Executive Committee, which is generally re- 
sponsible for the financial management of this office. 

Subscription rates have been established at $2 per year for 
single subscriptions and $1 yearly for members in groups of 50 
or more. This is just sufficient to cover publication costs based 
on a large volume circulation. 

THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL has never missed an issue. It 
goes into every state in the Union and a number of foreign 
countries. 

Editorial policy is broadly formulated by the Editorial Board 
listed on the masthead. Since each member of the board is a 
leading official of his own state organization, and is experienced as 
to his own local policies, the combined views of the Editorial 
Board represent the leadership thinking of the movement. 

THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL fulfills several needs. It serves 
as a medium of communication from the South-wide leadership to 
the general membership, and from state leadership to their mem- 
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person should know. It serves as a medium of exchanging news 
from one state to another, and keeping readers up to date on 
important organizational matters. Above all, THE CITIZENS’ 
COUNCIL is designed to keep your members interested in their 
movement, and to answer the one question that most often plagues 
local officers whose groups do not subscribe to the paper—what 
is our side doing? 
CITIZENS’ COUNCIL FORUM 

Started in early 1957 as a local weekly TV program on WLBT 
in Jackson, Miss., CITIZENS’ COUNCIL FORUM is a project 
of the Educational Fund of the Citizens’ Councils. Last year, it 
became the radio and television service of the Citizens’ Councils 
of America. It is incorporated under the laws of Mississippi as a 
non-profit educational organization and is financed entirely by 
voluntary contributions. The sole function of the Forum is the 
production and distribution of public-service programs on a na- 
tional scale. 

The programs are 15-minute weekly public affairs discussions 
made available without cost to television and radio stations, 
schools and discussion groups. 


Produced in Washington, each program features interviews 
with well-known Senators or Congressmen discussing current 
issues. Subject matter covers a wide range of topics, and is based 
on the necessity of maintaining our Constitutional form of gov- 
ernment and protecting the rights of states and individuals against 
the encroachments of an increasingly-centralized and all-powerful 
Federal government. The series could well be described as a basic 
course in American government, combined with a review of cur- 
rent events and issues, and taught by the men elected by the 
people to make our laws. 

Completely non-partisan and non-sectional, guest partici- 
pants include both Democrats and Republicans, from all parts 
of the nation. To date, more than 60 distinguished U. S. Senators 
and Representatives have appeared on the continuing series. 

Depending on_important questions of the day, subjects dis- 
cussed include such matters as the Federal budget, and why it 
should be balanced; the importance of realizing that see Se: 
Federal “grants” are really our own depreciated tax dollars sent 
back to us; the need for America to maintain its defenses against 
the menace of global Communism; the legislative outlook in 
Congress; the propaganda campaign aimed at the South, and its 
accompanying curtain of censorship which keeps the rest of the 
nation uninformed about current conditions in our growing region; 
and a host of other thought-provoking and fascinating ideas. 

Race relations are discussed frankly. On this and all other 
subjects, each lawmaker is, of course, free to express his own 
views. The consensus of those who have appeared on past pro- 
grams seems to be that racial minorities are being used as pawns in 
a cynical effort to centralize our society and coerce our people into 
trading their precious birthrights of freedom for a totalitarian 
“welfare state. 

CITIZENS’ COUNCIL FORUM reaches a vast audience 
every week, from Alaska to Florida, and from New England to 
California, as you will note in the program listings on page 3.

Clinton — Six Tennesseans, whose 
defense is being financed by the Free- 
dom Fund, Inc., have moved to have 
the U. S. Supreme Court review their 
convictions for so-called contempt of 
court in disorders which followed the 
forced integration of Clinton high- 
school.

The 
clerk of the U. S. Court of Appeals, 
Sixth Circuit, has been asked to pre- 
pare a record of proceedings, to be 
filed with the high court. 


Nashville — The Davidson County 
Chapter of the TFCG was slated to 
hear an address from Dr. Robert H. 
White, Tennessee State Historian. 
Program planners said that Dr. White 
would speak from research he is do- 
ing for a new book dealing with Ten- 
nessee and the 14th Amendment. Dr. 
Clyde Alley is county chairman. 


Thurman Sensing, executive vice 
president of the Southern States In- 
dustrial Council, who resides in Nash- 
ville and writes a weekly column ap- 
pearing in numerous newspapers, re- 
cently wrote the following: 


“There is no doubt about the ef- 
fectiveness of the Communists, 
their fellow travelers and dupes 
in the battle of public opinion. 
Patriots often are stymied in their 
efforts on behalf of sound legisla- 
tion by the fact that the leftwingers 
have literally dozens of organiza- 
tions that can mount letter and tele- 
gram campaigns on the spur of the 
moment. Conservatives are dras- 
tically under-organized for the tasks 
they face. 

“One result of this lack of con- 
servative organization is that Ameri- 
cans who work for a free economy or 
strict interpretation of the U. S. Con- 
stitution are vilified by leftwingers. 

“The American Bar Association 
report put it in this way: ‘It is now 
an established fact that every institu- 
tion, every force, and every person 
actively engaged in the forefront of 
the defense of our country against the 
rising menace of Communism _be- 
comes the target of attack and vilifi- 
cation by Communists, crypto-Com- 
munists, fellow travelers, their stooges 
and innocent but beguiled persons.’ 

“Let me cite one example of this 
sort of thing. A special committee of 
the Tennessee Legislature has recent- 
ly recommended that the charter of 
the Highlander Folk School at Mont- 
eagle, Tenn., be revoked. The com- 
mittee stated that the investigation it 
made, as authorized by the - Legisla- 
ture, showed that for many years this 
“school” has been holding seminars 
for radical, labor and race agitators, 
that persons with long records of as- 
sociation with Communist fronts have 
attended this school and lectured un- 
der its auspices, that it is one of t 
centers of agitation in the South. It 
was quite proper, therefore, that its 
activities Powe ry have been probed, 
but the legislative committee charged 
with this important task has been sub- 
jected to the very sort of ‘attack 
vilification’ to which the Bar As- 
sociation report refers.” 





No Room For ‘Moderate’ 


Atlanta newspaper editor Ralph Mc- 
Gill has been denied the use o'

Detroit Police Resist Mixing, 
Stage Ticket ‘Strike’; Some Quit 


Police officials in Detroit are learn- 
ing that even a little mixing can stir 
things up. 

Detroit’s white police officers went 
on a ticket-writing strike during the 
first five days of March, in protest 
against the assignment of 10 Negro 
policemen to formerly all-white squad 
car crews. 

During the slowdown, only a hand- 
ful of traffic tickets were written, as 
compared with the thousands issued 
normally. 

The order from Detroit police 
commissioner Herbert W. Hart to 
end segregation in police patrol 
cars was opposed by virtually all 
the city’s white law officers. Sec- 
ret protest meetings were held to 
7 strategy for the ticket-writing 

e. 


Commissioner Hart, concerned be- 
cause the 10 Negroes weren't accept- 
ed by their white “partners,” ordered 
his men to “obey or quit.” Quite a 
few chose the second alternative. 

The race-mixing drive moved into 
a new phase April 1, as senior inspec- 
tor Arthur Heidt announced plans to 
integrate the crews of 12 more. scout 
cars. 

“I think the boys have seen the 
light,” Heidt said when asked if new 
protests were anticipated. “We had 
that little trouble early in March, 
but that was a spontaneous thing. 
We don’t expect it will occur again.” 

While denying that any disciplinary 
action was taken against officers who 
protested the March integration move, 


Alford Draws Big Crowd 
At Yazoo City Rally 


Rep. Dale Alford (D-Ark.), won 
a standing ovation following his 
speech to the Yazoo City, Miss., Ci- 
tizens’ Council meeting March 30. 

Dr. Alford assailed the “left-wing 
Warren Supreme Court,” and main- 
tained that States’ Rights is the real 
issue for which the South is fighting. 

“The segregation-integration issue 
is only part of it,” said Dr. Alford. 
“The maintenance of States Rights 
is the main issue. We are fighting 
totalitarian socialism. We are the 
real patriots.” 

Dr. Alford said the Communist and 
socialistic influences that have en- 
tered our country have enabled the 
Supreme Court to act as a “third 
house of Congress” and rewrite the 
Constitution. 

“We are not haters,” he said, “we 
are on the positive side. The real 





radicals are the ones who would|! 


change us overnight.” 

All of Belecieataat's to P political 
figures were on the platform with 
Rep. Alford, including all three of 
the candidates for governor, two can- 
didates for lieutenant governor, and 
many others. 

Alford was introduced by Rep. John 
Bell Williams (D-Miss.), who called 
him “a svmbol of the cause for which 
we fight.” 





Heidt conceded that a number of 
Detroit policemen had resigned from 
the force. 

“Officers have moved to such 
places as Alaska, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia,” Heidt admitted. “A lot 
of them move because of their 
health.” 

Detroit’s population is about 25 per 
cent Negro. is would mean about 
500,000 Negroes in the city. 

And police officials are patting 
themselves on the back because, 
through use of coercion and outright 
economic pressure, they have accom- 
plished the integration of 22 of the 
city’s patrol cars. 

(Editor’s Note — We wonder 
how long it will be until the vocal 
“liberals” call upon Detroit’s politi- 
cal hierarchy with demands for 
“massive integration” of the police 
force. As a rule, police officers in 
the North, who by virtue of their 
duties have the best opportunity 
to become acquainted with Negro 
residents of their communities, are 
among the most outspoken advo- 
cates of racial segregation. 

We wonder if, in addition to the 
white-colored squad car combina- 
tion, Detroit’s mixed cops were or- 
dered to make arrests on an “equal” 
basis. Do they now have quotas, 
demanding the apprehension of one 
white for each Negro crimi ar- 
rested?)

that their primary objective is to de- 
stroy the powers of the States to pro- 
tect their citizenry against a highly- 
centralized and ruthless central gov- 
ernment, in essence a police state, to 
be run by themselves and their Com- 
munist-favoring Court and the in- 
terests they represent, through a Ges- 
tapo FBI with the Armed Forces at 
their disposal, in a Socialist state 
brought about with the aid of corrupt 
labor bosses and the Union-controlled 
vote of an electorate that they would 
compel by Federal Law to belong to 
Unions and pay Union dues that 
would be used in influencing elec- 
tions, and to vote according to the 
direction of corrupt labor whips, or 
be deprived of the right to work.

North Carolina NAACP president 
Kelly Alexander of Charlotte claims 
the state organization now has 13,000 
members. 

(Editor’s Note — Even if the 
membership campaign is success- 
ful, and 38,000 North Carolina 
Negroes fall victim to the NAACP’s 
sales pitch, the NAACP would still 
represent something under 4 per 
cent of the state’s Negro population 
of 1,047,353. 

Since Negroes make up only 26 
per cent of North Carolina’s popu- 
lation, it would seem logical that 
white organizations dedicated to 
the maintenance of Southern princi- 
ples should set their sights on a 
goal of 100,000 members or more— 
or three times as many members as 
the NAACP.) 

A somewhat less ambitious, al- 
though more unlikely, goal was set by 
the Jackson, Miss., NAACP branch.

J. Francis Pohlhaus, legal coun- 
sel to the Washington Bureau of 
the NAACP said April 3 that the 
organization is now turning its at- 
tention and its legal guns on North 
Carolina. 

“If you have been successful in 
one state, it’s only natural to turn 
your attention to another,” said 
Pohlhaus, obviously referring to 
favorable decisions handed the 
NAACP in several Virginia integ- 
ration cases. 

“There is some speculation that 
we are stepping up activities in 
North Carolina,” he added. 














State NAACP field secretary Med- 
gar (Mau Mau) Evers announced a 
membership drive beginning April 1, 
with the goal of signing up 1,500 
members for the Phe ae branch. 

However, Evers himself seemed to 
concede cynically that the goal was 
optimistically high. He informed 
newsmen the public will not be told 
of the drive’s success or failure, since 
NAACP membership figures in Mis- 
sissippi are kept secret. 

(Editor’s Note—From all indica- 
tions, the “secret” NAACP Missis- 
sippi membership files shouldn’t 
ol too big a lump in anybody’s 
mattress. The NAACP itself claims 

only 26,775 members in a six-state 
Southern region including Méissis- 
sippi, ia, Florida, Tennessee, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 

Subtracting the 13,000 claimed 
North Carolina members leaves 
only 13,775 for the other five states 
to divvy up. And its’ doubtful if 
Mississippi has more than a thou- 
sand or two NAACP members. 

This would seem to indicate that

Ministers, Churches Uphold Segregation 


Many churches and religious lead- 
ers have stated their belief in segre- 
gation of the schools, despite the 
stand for integration taken by the 
National Council of Churches. 

In Atlanta, 53 ministers have sign- 
ed a manifesto labeling racial 
integration of schools as “satanic, 
unconstitutional and one of the main 
objectives of the Communist Party.” 

The manifesto was presented by 
Rev. W. T. Hays, president of the 
Evangelical Christian Council, an or- 
ganization of some 70 ministers form- 
ed in January to “give Bible-believ- 
ing conservatives a voice and agency 
through which we may speak and 
work unitedly.” 

The signers quoted several passages 
from the Bible in support of their 
stand. 

Three Jacksonville, Fla., ministers 
carried to the White House petitions 
signed by thousands of Baptists pro- 
testing against attempts at integration 
of schools in the South. 





The three Baptist groups represent 
a membership of around 1% million. 

In Alabama, the Alabama-We st 
Florida Methodist Conference’s Board 
of Lay Activities has urged the church 
to continue segregation practices 
“without compromise or deviation.” 

A group of church women in Vicks- 
burg, Miss., are objecting to the pro- 
integration propaganda and one-world 
ideologies appearing in national 
church publications. “The sad fact,” 
the women’s statement notes, “is that 
many innocent church members are 
blindly following these false teachers 
and preachers.” 


Of course, there is still activity by 
“social gospel” integrationists in the 
churches, too. In Atlanta, the Druid 
Hills Presbyterian Church, has voted 
to admit Negroes, but on a segregated 
basis. Dr. Thomas A. Fry, Jr., pastor 
of the 1,600-member church, said that 
the action was in keeping with policies 
of the Southern Presbyterian Church. 
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
